Mr Burke rofe to move for leave to bring ina bill, to ex- 
plain and amend an aét ot the laft {efions, for the regulation of 
the office of Paymafter-General of the army, -Mrt Burke be- 
gan by ftating, that his original intention in bringing in a bill 
laft year upon the fubject; was, fo to regulate the office, as to 
take away all caufe of the envy it occafioned, apd neverthelefs 
to leave it an office of as much dignity, importance, and confi- 
deration, as it ought to poflefs, and as would entitle it to be 
looked up to by the firft charaéters of the kingdom. ‘ When he 
held it, he never confidered it as a place to remain long in the 
hands of fo infignificant an individual as himfelf, ‘but that he 
held it for the public, to whofe advantage it, was his dnty to 
make it contribute as much as poffible. His ‘bill had by the 
office of the Right Hon. Gentleman oppofite to him (Sir 


ticulars inconvenient to the feryice, His purpofe now was, as 
far as his judgment and abilities, with the afliftance of the 
Right Hon. Gentleman, would go, to remove the defeéts and 
to remedy the inconvenience.

Mr Burke faid, he meant to have gone ‘into an examination of 
the habits and rules of the fubordinate agepts, with a view to 
corre fuch abufes as might, from bad cuftom, ,of froin fome 
other caufe, have crépt into practice : In fine, he meant to fave 
the public money by a thorough reform of office, and at the 
fame time to render the bufinels of office eafy and familiar, by 
fimplification of method, becaufe he held that office to be ill; 
managed, the fyftem of which was fo intricate, that no perfon, 
unlefs he had been bred up in it, could underftand thé mode 
of keeping its accounts. In the progrefs of the bill he meant 
to bring in fur the purpofe of explaining and amending the act 
of lait year, he was aware he fhould ftand in need of affiftance, 
and he particularly called on the military for their aid and ad- 
vice. His bill would touch the whole fivics, from the Com- 
mander in Chief to the loweft non-commiflioned officer ; and, 
therefore, he hoped the gentlemen of the military, who were

vent the evil to be dreaded from thips, of advice being fent out 
from France, in order to encourage the veffels of that nation to 
také our hips within five months, and if any thing could be 
done either by negociation, by difpatching advice of the danger, 
or in fome other method, that not a moment would be loft. 

Mr Secretary Townfhend complimented Mr Hufley on his 
good intentions, whenever he rofe in that Houfe, and confefing 
the great importance of what he we? ge fuggelted, affared the 
Honourable Gentleman and the Houfe, that his.Majefty’s Minis». 
{ters already had the matter under confideration, and’ that fach 
fteps as were likely moft effectually to prevent the mifchief 
would be taken forthwith:
